Starled Home.

It was o'clock 
when the crew began to make prepara- 
tions for her departure, and at 6:35 the 
anchor was pulled. The yacht was under 
way front her original anchorage, off 
Toiripkinsville, Staten Island. It, was in 
no way a joyous leaving, except in that 
the weather w,iib perfect. The atmos- 1 
phere was clear and bracing, and a 
twenty-niiles-nn-hour breeze, was blowing 
fnnn the northwest. There were few 
yachts or spectators about t he scene, and 
little in tho way of a send-off was given 
to the defeated cutter. As the- yacht 
Idled away an tho port tack and began 
her run down tho bay the colors of the 
Corinthian Yacht Club were dipped. 
Salutes were tired on the steam yacht 
ilinda and sloop Vision, and two or three 
of the do/on watermen oil shore waved 
their hands. It was under such auspices 
and accompanied by Mr. William Clark's 
big steam yacht, Mohican, that the 
Thistle left American shores. She recog- 
nized the attempted show of good feeling, 
however, by a parting salute as she went 
under full way. The cutter rait along 
before the fresh breeze in her jury rig at 
a lively pace, and passed Sandy Hook at 
":n0 a. in. Before leaving Capt. Barr 
said he hoped to make the run across the 
Atlantic in sixteen days, as he believed 
he would carry a northwest wind all the 
way over.

Port Townseno, Oct. 13.— Tho ship 
Occidental, from Cardiff for Acapulcn, 
with 2,000 tons of coal, which arrived yes- 
terday and east anchor iii tho harbor 
was the scene of great excitement on 
March Hi, 1887, which resulted in tho 
death of John Williams, the master, 

August Lefloek, an able bodied seaman, 
was during the voyage, very insolent and 
on numerous occasions insulted the olli- 
cers of the ship, On one occasion, the 
first officer, Mr. Craine, ordored all the 
crew who wore boots with nails in the 
soles to tile them down. All complied 
excepting Lefloek', who threatened the of- 
ficer's life if he persisted in enforcing the 
order. Later, Craine, on March l'7 spoke 
to the steward about the dinner. The 
steward said he would not obey the mate's 
orders, and used insulting language. The 
officer did, or could not, i us the log honk 
indicated, enforce discipline. 

MUtUrEKOUS ATTACK. 

At 1 o'clock on the afternoon of March 
1(5, while Captain Williams was on the 
forecastle head superintending the letting 
up of the forostuys. sonic violent language 
passed between him and John Johnson, 
able bodied seamen. 

Captain Williams was looking alofl 
when he noticed a look of intense hatred 
and revenge come over the fare of John- 
son. The lilade of n sheath knife sud- 
denly Unshed in the air for an inslaiit. 
and the weapon was buried to the hill in 
Captain Williams' left breast, penetrating 
the heart. 

Johnson was slinking inward the for- 
ward deck when the first officer heard 
Captains Williams exclaim : "Mr. Online, 
Johnson has stabbed me to tho heart!" 
An instant later he jumped off I he fore- 
castle and ran to the cabin door where he 
fell and expired before the eves of his 
wife, who had accompanied him on this 
voyage. 

THE MUKDKREll lltoM'.n. 
The mate was chasing Johnson when 
ho saw that he was being followed by a 
seaman, Edward C. Malley, who flashed a 
drawn dagger in the air. The officor was 
not slow in perceiving the danger of rein- 
ing in contact, with two violent men 
armed with knives, and turning to Ineel 
his pursuer, he seized a belaying pin, and 
then followed Johnson to the starboard 
side, near the forecastle, where he was 
surrounded by several of tho crow, uiih 
knives drawn, who threatened his life it 
he disturbed the murderer Johnson. 
After a short consultation, however, the 
members of the crew resumed their work 
and the assassin gave himself up and was 
placed in irons. 

Oil March L'Tth Johnson had his irons 
removed, and Mr. Craine, who was now 
in command of the vessel, was told by 
Johnson not lo bother himself about put- 
ting them on again, as ho (Johnson) could 
easily take them off.

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PUBLIC LAND LAWS. 

Changes in lh« Regulations Afloctlng bands 
in British Columbia. 

Some changes have been made by thu 
government, at tho instance of tho min- 
ister of the interior, in the regulations af- 
fecting public lands in the province of 
British Columbia, and theso arc summar 
ized as follows: 

Sub-clause -I of claust 
serves, until the roads 
the regulations have b 
constructed, a right of 
any settler's lliildill_ 
any public road or trail, over nil} grained 
or leased lands. 

There is a slight change in clause 13, 1 ho 
effect of which is lo prevent any owner of 
more than 160 acres of laud in the rail- 
way belt from obtaining a homestead 
entry in the belt. The area of agrici 
ural land within the bell is compnruth 
limited; those who an- already settlors 
and land-owners there, are. as a rule, ,-.\ 
tensive land-holders, having had ample 
opportunity of obtaining, under tho pro- 
vincial haws, all the land they, require for 
cultivation at a low price. 

Sub-clauses 4,5,6 and 7 of clause lit tiro 
new, and are intended to facilitate 
the Settlement of timbered lands. 

which would not otherwise be opened 
up for homestead entry. These pro- 
visions are copied from tho timber 
regulations of the Province, of Ontario, 
and the object is, while permitting such 
lands as contain merchantable timber to 
betaken up cleared for agricultural pur- 
poses, to prevent any persons who merely 
desire to obtain tho timber from gelling 
possession of laud under cover Of a home- 
stead entry, stripping tho land of its lim- 
ber without paying any duos, and then 
leaving the land much less valuable For all 
all practical purposes than if ii had re- 
mained in ils natural stale ill oilier 
words, neit her producing revenue nor ac- 
tual settlement. 

Sub clause I of clause 18 is, in ellbct, 
the amendment, made In the Dominion 
lands act, during the session of 1880, which 
it is proposed thus to make applicable to 
homesteads in the railway belt in British 
Columbia. Under thiB provision tho home- 
steader is enabled to hold his land for the 
first two years aft er entry by cultivating a 
certain number of acres of it, but dining 
the three years next thereafter he must 
reside upon, as well as cultivate il. 

Clause '2'.i is all now, and its various 
provisions are designed to eilOOUragO I lie 
culture of fruit; the conditions upon which 
legal sub-divisions of suctions not, how- 
over, to exceed 100 aoroa in all, may be 
obtained for that puipbsej being fully 
stated.

This is a cowardly 
way of shifting the responsibility and 
about on a par with the Dred Scot! de- 
cision. The center of the United states 
seems to be getting considerably out of 
line. 

COMMISSION KU Tl'l'I'IOW. 

The selection of Sir Charles Tuppor as 
the Canadian commissioner at tin- forth 
coming international fisheries convention 
« ill commend it self to the bulk of the peo- 
ple of Canada, He is one of the Domin- 
ion's most distinguished men, and is pre- 
eminently the "war-horso" of the Liberal- 
Conservative party. Sir John would have 
brought to i the deliberations of the com 
mission the great weight of his influence 
as premier and that mature judgment 
which has always been his leading char- 
acteristic, but he perhaps has wisely ex- 
orcised that quality in declining the n - 

ination so urgently pressed upon him by 
his colleagues in the Cabinet. As Sir John 
pointed out the disagreement arose 
out of fcho relations between the minister 
of finance and Secretary Bayard in May 
last, and Sir Charles has been in personal 
communication with the Imperial govern- 
ment and .Joseph Chamberlain down to h 
very recent date. He is consequently in 
timato with all the various intricacies at- 
tending the whole matter, and in conjunc- 
tion with Mr. Chamberlain will bu in a 
position to guard carefully the best inter- 
ests of Canada, With two such men con- 
fronting tlio commissioners appointed by 
the American government there need bo 
no fear that our rigfiln will be protected, 
and that as an outcome of the meeting the 
differences now existing between the two 
countries will be settled on iv just and 

amicable basis. 



LITERARY TENDENCIES. 

The conclusion of Zola's \mk novel, 
whoso impurities have even shocked 
Parisian sensibilities, and have led to a 
rupture between the famous romance 
writer and his publisher, Charpentier, 
naturally suggests inquiry into the liter 
ary taste of the day. Zola's work will, of 
course, bu translated for perusal in this 
country; several editions are likely to 
appear; it will be read all the more eager- 
ly as it is declared to contain matter 
Which, as the reporters say, is unfit for 
publication. In this city book-sellers tell 
us that seventy-live per cent of the books 
read are novels, and novels of the sensa- 
tional order; they expect a lively demand 
fOr "La Terre." The question arises 
whether our taste is drifting into the 
direction of impropriety. For over half 
a century there has been this marked dis- 
tinction between the English-speaking 
people and the French — that the latter 
have loved a class of books which escaped 
condemnation by the police by a mere 
shave, while in England and this country 
tlie most popular writers have been ad- 
missible to girls' boarding-schools. It 
was not idwiiys so. In the days when 
Aph'ra Helm and W'ycherley and Smollett 
were the delight of the English, the 
French stage was comparatively moral, 
and among French novels "Teleiuaqiie" 
and "Paul and Virginia" were more read 
than any others. But with the relaxation 
of morals .and laws preceding and succeed 
ing the French revolution, the French 
palate seems to have demanded more 
piquant viands; Urebillor Ilia and Voltaire 
took the place of the chaste romancers of 
the age of Louis XIV, and they in their 
turn were succeeded by Lebrun, Paul do 
Ivock, Thoophile Gautier, and in our own 
day, Flaubert and Zola, who achieved a 
popularity far wider thau was ever enjoy- 
ed by Do Stael, Chateaubriand or Cher- 
buliez. Even such writers as Hugo, 
George .Sand and Balzac, who refused to 
pander to coarse tastes, still felt hound to 
spice their compositions. Mean- 
while the standard novel writers 
of the English speaking peoples 
have been invariably respecters of 
innocence. Scott and Cooper in their 
day, Dickens, Thackeray, Eliot and Haw- 
thorne in ours, never wrote a line which 
could not have been read in a hoarding- 
school. Novels were written, to he 
sure, by such people as (!. 1'. R. Rey- 
nolds, but the limited circle in which 
they found readers showed that the 
Anglo-Saxon race tire not ripe for dirt. 
Whether it is drifting in that direction 
now is a matter well worth study. It is 
to be noticed that within a few months 
handsome editions of "Madame de 
Bovary" and "Mademoiselle de Maupin" 
have made their appearance in English, 
and quite recently the work over whose 
adaptation Mrs. Langtry is fighting in 
New York, "As In a Looking-Glass," and 
its companion work, "A Modern Circe," 
are having a large sale. If to these 
Zola's "La Terre". succeeds with a wide- 
spread popularity, it is odds thai out 
literary taste will undergo .a change. 
These works tire, unfortunately, unas- 
sailable by the police. One could not 
hope to convict a book-seller for selling 
them, and the only effect of a trial 
would lie to advertise the objectionable 
hooks. Yet it is probable that if any 
publications at all are mischievous, they 
are extremely mischievous, the more so 
by the insidious nature of their poison 
and of the art with which the works are 
composed. A few years after the Franco- 
German war Alexander Dumas fiU was 
.asked by a German manager to permit 
his plays to he produced on the stage at 
Berlin. lie rudely refused, saying that 
the Germans were too dull a people to 
appreciate the wit of his comedies. It 
chanced that the German himself was a 
man >>f wit. He replied, regretting Mr. 
Dumas' decision, and added that he had 
only proffered the request in obedience to 
the demands of his patrons, w^uise 
taste in wishing to see the comedies in 
question he did not share. For his 
part, he said, he regarded those works 
as mischievous in tendency find per- 
nicious in tone; it had always been a 
question in his mind to what degree the 
ignominous defeats of the I' - tench in the 
war had been due to the demoralizing 
effect of the plays of Mr. Dumas and his 
compeers.

It is true that 
in the course of time an enlargement may 
be called for, but it is for tlie present cal- 
culated to answer till the demands made 
upon it. Henceforth till the trade which 
flowed to alien ports in the case of 
wrecked, disabled and damaged vessels 
on thonorthorn coast, will now come hero, 
and very great benefit will be reaped by 
their presence. The work has been well 
done and for this, credit is due to the en- 
terprising and skillful contractors, Messrs. 
Larkin, Connolly it Co. They have 
proved themselves the right men in the 
right place and have left behind them in 
British Columbia .a substantial record of 
their skill and workmanship, In congrat- 
ulating al! parties on the auspicious event, 
which we have chronicled we do so with 
the greater heartiness because we know 
that it is the harbinger of better things 
for British Columbia .and for "fhoso who 
go down to the sea m ships," and have 
their interests upon the mighty deep, 
"The end crowns the work" and the ful- 
fillment of our desires has at last been re- 
alized.

Hut In recount her many gifts to the great 
storehouse of literature would he to re- 
capitulate the work of a more than ordi- 
nary busy life-time; they speak for them- 
selves. She has gone forth from this dark 
vale of tears and ceaseless repinings into 
the bright, sunny land of harvest, where 
amid the golden grain and the blue corn 
flowors walk the modern bards and sing.

The work of tiring an engine comes 
very near being skilled labor, especially 
on a lightning run, Then one has to be 
feeding coal almost constantly from the 
start.

II nw to Manage a Fire. 

Fire requires air ; therefore, on its ap- 
pearance every ellort should he made to 
exclude air, shut all doors and windows. 
By tilis-tneans lire may be confined to a 
single room lor a sufficient period to 
enable nil the inmates to he aroused and 
escape; fill if the doors and windows are 
thrown op n, the funning of the wind 
and the draught will instantly cause the 
Haines to increase with great rapidity. 
It iniist never in- forgotten that the most 
;.ic. ions inn nents are at the commence- 
ment of a fire, ami in a a single second of 
time should he lost in tackling it. In a 
room a tablecloth can he so used as to 
smother a large sheet of flame, and a 
cushion may serve to beat it out ; a coat 
or anything similar may he used with an 
equally successful result. 

The great point is presence of mind, 
calmness in danger, action guided by 
reason and thought. In all large houses 
buckets of water should he placed on 
every landing, a little salt being put into 
the water. Always endeavor to attack 
the bed of a lire; if you cannot extin- 
guish a fire, shut the window, and ho 
miiv to shut the door when making good 
your retreat. .\ wet silk handkerchief 
tied over the eves and nose will make 
breathing possible in the midst of much 
smoke, and a blanket wetted and wrapped 
around the body will enable a person to 
pass througn a sheet of llaine in compar- 
ative safely. Should a lady's dress catch 
lire, let the wearer at once lie down; rol- 
ling may extinguish the fire, but if not, 
auyth.ng wooion preferred, wrapped 
tightly around will effect the desired pur- 
pose. 



For Ghnrleitton Claurche*.

— The manufacture of steel sleepers if 
fast extending in England, and this would 
seem to he especially the case in its rein 
lion to colleries, in which latter, as is » e'. 
known, large sums of money are aun :a..< 
expended in the maintenance of womi.-i 
sleepers and tramways under ground, fm 
which purpose it is found the steel sleep 
era are admirably suited. For this use a 
strong, yet light," corrugated steel sleepei 
is employed, with a special steel clip foi 
fastening. Two holes are punched in 
each end of the sleeper , and the Steel 
clips are put in after it is laid, the rail be- 
ing keyed up by a steel taper key. The 
corrugated sides of the sleeper, with the 
t \m i protecting fangs at either end, enable 
it, when laid down, to become very firmly 
attached to the ballast or road, thus pre- 
venting any movement when loads arc 
passing over sharp curves. The weight 
Of tire sleeper, with two Btecl keys and 
clips, is sixteen and one-half pounds. 

A singular instance of the contagious- 
ness of consumption is related by a 
French medical journal. A young man 
who had contracted bronchitis married a 
healthy woman. Within a year he died 
of {consumption ; not long afterward his 
widow's lungs were found to be fatally 
diseased ; and their child speedily fol- 
lowed them. One of their neighbors, a 
robust young woman, was suddenly at- 
tacked "with the same disease. While 
she had called repeatedly at the house of 
the consumptive family, she had never 
remained in the sick room over night ; 
but she had eaten chickens which bad 
been killed on their farm. As it was re- 
ported that several of these fowls bad 
died prematurely, the medical authorites 
decided to have other chickens killed and 
examined. It was then discovered that 
the fowls had contracted consumption 
their livers containing the bacilli now 
recognized as characteristic of the dis- 
ease. These fowls had swallowed the 
sputa of the infected family and con- 
tracted the disease ; and the unlucky 
neighbor's daughter, who had eaten one 
of the fowl's livers, became a victim in 
her turn. 



Frogs im;t Nice. 

That frogs have a formidable enemy in 
the common mouse is evidenced by the 
following Incident. Mr. \V. August Car- 
ter, of South Norwood. England, states 
that he observed, a short time since, sev- 
eral mice pursuing some frogs in a shed 
which was overrun with these reptiles. 
The alacrity of the latter, however, rend- 
ered the attacks of the mice futile for a 
considerable period. Again and again 
the frogs escaped from the clutches of 
their foes, but only to be recaptured, se- 
verely shaken, and bitten. The energy 
put forth by these reptiles was so great 
that they actually swayed their captors to 
IU)d fro in their efforts to wrest them- 
selves from their grasp. At length the 
wounds inflicted upon them rendered the 
fiogs incapable of further resistance, and 
they were easily overpowered by the 
mire, which devoured a certain part of 
them.

THE 0. R. & N. LEASE. 

Rumors In Wall Street About DUcontrnt are 
Discredited. 

New York, Cot. 12.— It is rumored in 
Wall street that the principal officers of 
the Union Pacific Railway Company were 
greatly disappointed at the terms An which 
the Northern Pacific was to unite with it 
in the lease of the Oregon Railway and 
Navigation Company's property, and that 
they would not attempt to eat ry out the 
lease alone. There is little foundation 
tor the rumors, The Northern Pacific's 
voted almost unanimously to join in tin- 
lease, but imposed a condition that the 
loss to the company should not ex- 
ceed Sl'oO.OOO per year for the first throe 
years. 

An officer of the Oregon Company said 
I to-day: "It is hard to see why this con- 
dition was made, hut it would be still 
more difficult to imagine why the Cnion 
Pacific would object to a joint lease 011 
that account. If it is t bought there 
' would be a loss, it naturally would be glad 
! to admit a partner to share its burden,

An insect that eats iron is certainly a 
j curiosity, although by no means unknown 
; to science. A creature of this character 
' has recently made great havoc in various 
parts of Germany. The detestable 
microbe is named "railoverous," from the 
fact that it makes a specialty of eating up 
railroads. This astonishing vermin is 
said to devour an ordinary iron rail with 
as much gluttony as the phylloxera dots 
a grape vine. The Gorman government 
had its attention directed to the work of 
this creature by railroad accidents fre- 
quently occurring at certain spots with- 
out the slightest apparent reason. A 
commission appointed to explain this 
matter, after six months of careful sur- 
veillance, has made a most interesting 
report. New rails put down when the 
watch began at the end of that time were 
found to be badly corroded, as if by pow- 
erful acid. On being taken up and 
broken it was seen that the sound iron 
was but a mere shell, the inside being 
literally hollowed out by a thin gray 
worm, about two centimeters long, and a 
sixteenth of an inch in thickness, t poll 
its head are two glands tilled with a corro- 
sive secretion, which is ejected eveiy tew 
minutes upon the iron. This potent fluid 
destroys the metal's integrity, rendering 

II soft, spongy and in appearance very 
much like common iron rust. In this stale 
it seems exactly adapted to the stomach 
of the worm. No means have as yot 
been discovered to guard against tbe 
creature's appetite.
